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Bucks County Population Soars Over 250,000 


Bucks C ounty’s population is 
now over 250,000, according to 
estim ates of the Bucks County 
School Census office, a 73 per 
cent increase since the 1950 U. 
S. Census counted 144,620 per­ 
sons. 
The big jum p exceeds a rec­ 
ord set from 1940 to 1950, a 
decade 
which 
m arked 
Bucks 
as the fastest growing county 
in Pennsylvania. 
Bucks today 
has 
been 
estim ated 
as 
the 
fourth fastest growing county 
in the U nited States. 


At present, Bucks County is 
classified as a fifth class coun­ 
ty based on the 1950 census. 
The rapid increase in popula­ 
tion, 
how ever, 
has 
already 
placed the 
county 
above the 
fourth class statu s and eligible 
for third class classification by 
the 1960 census. 
The rate of grow th on a per­ 
centage basis has put Bucks 
County far ahead of its neigh­ 
boring counties in southeastern 
Pennsylvania. In the past six 
years,

increased 


seven tim es faster than C hest­ 
e r County, three tim es as ra p ­ 
idly as D elaw are County, and 
m ore than t w o and one-half 
tim es as rapidly as M ontgom ­ 
ery County.
